Manor Welcomes Largest 
Class In College's History 


The largest class in the history of 
Manor Junior College was welcomed to the 
Campus on August 26 when 180 Freshmen 
participated in the three-day orientation 
program. 

"This 20 percent increase in enrollment 
is due to Manor's competitive tuition," 
explained Sister Anthony Ann, dean of 
admissions, "and our good financial aid and 
strong marketable programs. Because of 
the high cost of education and the tight job 
market, students are looking for colleges 
they can afford that also offer good job 
placement. Manor offers both. 

"Then too, Manor's reputation has 
grown among businesses, and other 
institutions, "Sister continued," and we are 
seeing more students who are referred to 
us by both family and friends, because our 
graduates are pleased with their experience 
at Manor and have gone on to good 
careers."

In addition to a total enrollment 
increase, the number of students who are 
dormitory students at Manor has increased 
by 10 percent. Students are now coming to 
Manor from other states and included in 
this year's Freshmen class are students 
from Florida, Delaware, New Jersey, 
Virginia and New York state. 

Also included in the Freshman class 
are four foreign' students. The foreign 
students are Michiko Asahi of Japan 
enrolled in Liberal arts; Satoko Watanabe, 
also from Japan who is enrolled in word 
processing; Roopam Patel from India; in 
the medical laboratory technology 
program; and Marilena Caporale from 
Venezuela in the Allied Health transfer 
program. 

The majority of students are from 
Pennsylvania and are within a 50 mile 
radius of Manor. The number of 
Pennsylvania students who have 
transferred from other schools has also 
increased this semester with double the 
number of transfer students enrolled in 
programs at Manor. 

"Students have transferred to Manor," 
explained Sister Anthony Ann," from many 
of the Philadelphia area colleges. They have 
transferred for a variety of reasons. Some 
of the students are older continuing 
education students who have decided to go 
for a two-year associate degree; others 
were dissatisfied with a large institution. 
And still others, wanted to change their 
programs of interest to some specific 
career that will get them a good job when 
they are finished with school. Manor serves 
all their needs."

Annual Giving Moves 
Over the $70,000 Mark

Manor Junior College's 1982-1983 
Annual Gift Campaign received a total of 
$71,058 during the July 1 to June 30 fiscal 
year. The total represented an increase in 
giving of $17,884 over giving the previous 
year when Manor benefactors contributed 
a total of $53,714. 

The single gift that was responsible for 
the rise in giving came from McShain 
Charities and was for $20,600. The 
McShain gift is to be used for financial aid 
purposes over the next two years. 

The largest constituency to give to 
Manor was the College's many friends 
who gave a total of $34,546 in outright gifts 
to the College. Following the Friends were 
various corporations, foundations, 


trustees and alumnae who collectively give 
the College $15,912. 

Manor received a new type gift this 
year with the beginning of a class gift in 
the form of a class endowed gift. The 
graduating class of 1983 pledged a total of 
$7,250 to be paid over the next five years 
to be used for needy students. Interest 
only from this fund will be used for 
financial aid purposes while the principal 
remains untouched. 

During the year the College received 
almost $3,000 in gifts-in-kind consisting of 
a copy machine which is now in use in the 
Academic building, and dental equipment 
which the Dental Health Center is now 
using.

of computers, health fields. With that 
visibility, I wanted the understanding that 
we do it as well or better than the other 
schools." she commented. This goal, she 
says, is one which is on-going. 

Another goal she set and feels she has 
accomplished is to expand the course 
offerings and workshops so that students 
have more selections both on the credit 
and non-credit level. 

A goal she has set for the future is to 
take the Manor classroom to the business 
site. This goal she says is something she is 
investigating and will begin in the near 
future. 

Overall, Nancy says, she finds her role 
as Continuing Education Director, "chal- 
lening and a lot of fun." 

"I find in a small school you do a whole 
lot. You have to be flexible here and I like 
that," she comments. "Sure, it's frustrating 
at times," she laughs, "But it's also nice 
because you get to wear a lot of hats, and 
get to do a lot of things." 

One of the nicest parts of her job, 
Nancy says, is the interaction she has with 
the Continuing Education students. 

"Elizabeth Walsh, coordinator for 
Continuing Education, and I see about 80 
percent of the students, probably higher. 
We do intitial interviews, academic 
counseling, plan their programs with them 
for four years. We also act as a support for 
the students and we encourage them to 
support each other," she explained. 

"Students are invited to come and talk 
over their problems, their concerns, their 
career. I guess I'm on a first-name basis 
with 200 part-time students," she added. "I 
like the opportunity to get to know them 


personally. And we've worked hard to 
make this office their spot, their home 
base." 

To create a feeling of unity, Nancy and 
her staff plan social get-togethers for the 
students. The annual wine and cheese, and 
the coffee hours are well attended by the 
students and both these events give 
students an opportunity to interact with 
each other in a different way. 

In assessing her own role as Continuing 
Education Director, Nancy says she feels a 
sense of pride in knowing that her goal of 
creating a home base for the Continuing 
Education student has been achieved. 

"I've managed to create a central 
office...a home base and this makes me feel 
good," she explains. "We give them the 
support services they need. We take care 
of everything for them: their records, their 
grades...we see them throughout their 
experience at Manor. Even if they come on 
campus part-time, we've made them feel 
that they are truly a part of the total Manor 
community." 

When she isn't busy wearing one of her 
many hats at Manor, Nancy finds time to 
do calligraphy, swim at the local Y, go 
camping, travel and take photos. 

And you can be sure, when she's doing 
these things, she's always listening, 
observing, and thinking of ways that she 
can bring new workshops, new courses to 
Manor's Continuing Education program.
